cderal government to stop excessive 
leasuro use of automobiles during tho 
var in order that the gasoline needs of 
lie United States and its allies may be 
not, 
is given in a statement issued by 


Director van H. Manning, of the bureau 


>f mines, today, In which lie asks tho 
o-oporation of automobile oivnora in 
topping the practice. 
* 
Enough gasoline- to.caro for the re- 
quirements of America and porhaps 
hat of Its allies will bo saved, in the, 
iplnion of Mr. Manning, "if automobile 
owners of the country will atop unnoc- 
?ssary and extravagant pleasure riding 
ajid if owners and dealers^ handle this 
uel in a careful and economical man- 
ner." 
"A patriotic, thoughtful and unsolflsh 
response to those suggestions," ho uaid 
'would at once solve orao of the per-" 
plexing problems now botqro the tvar 
naking authorities. 
In order that the 
•war may be carried on successfully the 
army and navy will havo to have Im- 
mediately on hand enough gasoline for 
.he aeroplanes, trucks, 
automobiles, 
tractors and other machines. 
There 
must be no dilly-dallying about this 
supply of gasoline, and there won't be." 
It Is estimated that the army and 
navy wtll need for the year 360,000,000 
gallons and there are two ways of ob- 
aining it. In the first place, the joy 
rider 
whose pleasure 
IB obtained by 
covering many miles p.t high speed can 
voluntarily give this up; the man who 
akes his family on Sunday for a 50- 
mile ride or more can cut this In half; 
every man who drives a machine dally 
an ask himself if part of his riding 
cannot bo obviated. 
To oum up, every automobile owner 


and driver can bo taught to ask hlm- 
elf each morning whether or not his 
imposed trip is absolutely 
necessary 
ind act accordingly, then the problem 
solved, and with only slight volun- 
tary sacrifices. 
On the other hand. If 
he people continue to be thoughtless 
and unwilling to do their patriotic bit 
n this respect, it may be necessary for 
he United States to tAke drastic action 
which will stop excessive pleasure uso 
of all automobiles. This is not yet con- 
templated, so I undorstand, but It Is 
the only alternative for the refusal of. 
he automobile pwners to co-opcrato 
snd make the necessary voluntary sac- 
rifices. 
"It is generally estimated 
and con- 
ceded that one-half of the gasoline used 
in the United States (1.250,000,000 gal- 
lons) is used in pleasure riding. In my 
opinion, a judicious use of Iho automo- 
bile for this purpose

•would mean the saving of more than a 
million gallons each day in the year. '

day, August llth, Mr. O'Connor 
ad- 


dressed a mass meeting af Chautau- 
qua, Now York. Ills speech follows: 


"Tho story of the Armenian massa- 
cres Is familiar to yon nil. Tho thou- 
sands murdered 
a.t- different 
points, 


the terrible shame 
and 
more 
pro- 
longed 
agony 
of 
deportalions—the 
women 
betrayed 
by 
ofltcers, 
then 
passed on to the gendarmes, then to 
tho Kurdn: the women compelled to 
march'on foot, sometimes naked 
un- 
der burning 
suns 
and 
pushed 
on 
with the bayonet or hook when 
they 


fell faint ins. 
You know o£ the mad- 
ness that resulted, tho suicides, 
and 
the abandonment of 
children 
whoso 
cries of agony could 
no 
longer 
bo 
Some. 
So it went on day after day, 
month after month until the number 
of thoso who died of tho persecution 
rope to appalling figures. 
And nowilet me ask two ciucstions, 
first, what is tho duty of the citizens 
of tho .British empire? The answer Is 
liut too clear. It 
was the diplomacy 
of Lord Beaconsfield as prime minister 
that save back In the treaty of Ber- 
lin .the 
Armenians 
who 
had 
been 
transferred from Turkish to 
Russian 
rule by the treaty 
of 
San 
Stefano. 
Those who like myself 
followed 
tho 
eastern policy of Gladstone when this 
controversy was being fought out can 
say that our withers 
are 
unstrung. 
But after all the responsibility remains 
and many Englishmen today abhor tho 
policy w.hlch they 
acclaimed 
in 
tho 
olden time, and are doing their best to 
repair il. 
This is one of -the reasons 
why the Armenian committee in Lon- 
don, has been able to make 
so 
suc- 
cessful an appeal to the generosity of 
the British people. 
What I ask next is, 
what 
is the 
duty of the American people? 
They 
.also 
are 
responsible 
for 
Armenia 
though In a different way. One of tho 
things 
which 
struck 
mo 
most 
when reading the stories of these at- 
rocities Is the large part svhich Amer- 
ica has played In the history of 
Ar- 
menia and 01! other 
countries of the 
e-ist It was' her 
universities, among 
others Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton, 
that trained many of the 
Armenians 
who flrnt played a largo part in 
edu- 


cating- and 
up-iming 
their 
country 
and afterwards were among tho 
first 
victims .of 
tbo 
Turks' 
slaughtering 
sword. It was the American -mission 
school 
and 
that 
especially 
famous 
school, Roberts college at Constanti- 
nople, 
which 
educated 
and 
trained 
voung Armenian men and women to 
teach In their own elementary schools. 
But there was another debt which Ar- 
menia owed America apart from 
this 
magnificent 
contribution—the 
educa- 
tion of her people—and that was the 
spirit of hope, of energy, of aspiration 
towards liberty which 
must 
radiate 


from every center of American culture. 
That responsibility, though a glori- 
ous one, Is also onerous, for it throws 
on the American people the duty oE 
rescuing, helping, starting again 
the 
remnants of the Armenian race which 
tho massacres have left. That respon- 
sibility has boon met by your people 
with apparently a. fine sympathy and 
generosity. Tens .of thousands of Ar- 
menian men, tens 
of 
thousands 
of 


Armenian women, above all tens of 
thousands of Armenian 
children 
aro 


alive today who would have been 
In 
their graves from hunger, from 
dis- 


ease, from exposure, but for the 
dol- 
lars'that have been sent from over the 
seas to thorn. 
You must not 
weary- 
in this well doing. The need Is still 
great. 
I say great, it Is gigantic, it 


is appalling. 
In face of such facts I do not envy 
the man or woman of either 
British 


or ^American . lands who can sleep at 
ni"ht if his cars have been deaf, his 
hoart a stonft to 
the 
thousands 
of 
helpless, tortured, starving pcontq who 
send their wail cross 
continent and 
ocean to the inner ear and tho gener- 
ous heart of every good man and good 
woman.

I 
can speak with this much 
authority, 
that 1 have been 
In 
closest 
touch 
with Nuhar Boghos Pasha, the ener- 
Ketic" and wise leader of hir, race. I 
know tho views ot some of the Brit- 
ish statesmen who have to deal with 
this problem. Let me llrsl make this 
statement,—massacred 
though 
they 
have been to such an appalling extent, 
gigantically 
reduced 
though 
they 
have been in numbers, the Armenian 
race is not doomed td die. 
No great 
race dies. A race is like one of those 
great streams that locked in the Icy 
embrace of winter and frost for 1 ten 
thousand winters, shrunk to a rivulet 
under the sweltering sun of ten thou- 
sand summers, yet flow 
on 
and 
on 
thousand summers, yet flow on and on 
and will flow on till time 
and 
earth 


have come to an end. So it has been 
with the races which racial or relig- 
ious hate, the' sharp sword, 
the 
un- 


•r-qual 'law, 
the 
periodical massacre 
have attempted to destroy. So it has 
been from the Irish, with 
the 
Jews, 
with the Armenians. 
The 
Armenian, 
like the great river, flows on nnd on. 
In the meantime we have to keep 
the 


Armenian alive; we have to train his 
children for future . work; w.e .have to 
give seed for Dm ground to which they 
will In time return. 
But that is not 
enough. 
1 hear people today talking 


peace when there is no 
peace. 
Can 
any man of sense or who loves liber- 
ty, wh6 hates 
oppression, 
who 
de- 
plores the ocean of blood which 
has 


been shed [luring the last three years 
contemplate that 
happening 
without 
bringing some divine compensation to 
tho suffering world? And must not the 
very first compensation be that evory 
oppressed nationality shall bo 
liber- 
ated? The case Is strong for Helgium, 
fo- Alsace Lorraine, for 
Italia., Irre- 


d"nla, for the Slavs, the Pol*, 
for 
Ireland, hut assuredly strong as is the 
claim for each of those nationalities, 
in no case' is it as-strong as in that 
of thr Armenians. To give these peo- 
ple back to Turkey only to bo massa- 
cred again would to my mind be one 
of ihe most abominable 
crimes 
ever 


committed. I know that the 
present 
prime minister of England Is pledged 
never to consent to buch a crime; 
I 
am perfectly sure that Mr. Wilson will 
never consent to such a. crime. What- 
ever happens after this war. tho 
Ar- 


menian mnn must be 
Raved 
forever 


from the knife ot tho Turkish assas- 
sin, the Armenian 
woman 
must 
bo 
saved from outrage arid 
from 
death, 
tha Armenian babe must be preserved 
from torture and murder. 


I may be now asked what form the 


future government of the 
Armenians 


may take. 
At an early period of the 
war this question was discussed In the 
Armenian committee in London 
with 


I Ixjrd Bryce in the chair. At the time 
I this one thing we could think of was 
1 that the Armenians should 
bo" saved 


! from future massacres, nnd 
therefore 
'that any 
country—auy government— 


j which secured them 
from 
massacre, 


i should we welcomed. 
We know 
too, 
! that a good many Armenians and much 
' Armenian territory had passed into the 
I hands of the Russians, and that on the 
I whole the 
Russian 
government 
had 


! acted well. 
The Armenians had proa- 


j pored and had 
multiplied 
and 
there 
1 had 
bi^en no attempt in recent years 


j-to attack them. 
We therefore rather 
1 looked to' Russia as 
the power that 


would have to liberate Armenia, and 
we found It dltllcult to give any 
en- 
couragement to tho Ideal cf an 
Ar- 
menia united and self goveined, deep- 
ly as wo sympathized with It. 
But Russia has had her revolution. 
Thcro is a now and enlightened Rus- 
sia, and we 
note 
with 
satisfaction 
that ono of tho vory first pronounce- 
ments of tho new Russian rulers was 
that Armenia should have 
such 
au- 
tonomy as sho desired. 
t view 
tho 
Armenian problem f-rom 
a 
different 


angle accordingly now, and for myself 
I glvo my full adhesion to the 
Ideal 
of tho Armenians themselves; 
najnely 
that they ohould bo all united—those 
nol merely in the Turkish territory of, 
today but tho.->e in Russia 
as 
well; 
that when united they 
should 
have 
self government, guaranteed if 
need 
be by some of the great powers; that 
they should have free access 
to " the 
sea and that thus they should 
start 
once more and begin the building ' up 
from the ruins of so many 
centuries 
the great cultured, united 
and 
free 
Armenia ot the ages 
before 
Turkish 
savagery conquered their ancient and 
historic kingdom. 
, 
This word finally; 
how 
does 
the 
case of Armenia bear upon tho merits 
and the Issues of this 
war? 1 am 
content to have my view of these two 
things decided by this single factor in 
th'.- great struggle. 
I arn content to 


have" the merits and the aims of Ihe 
two sets of belligerents tested by this 
ca^e. 
-For It is one.of tiie most la- 
mentable facts In this 
whole 
tragic 
story that the German 
rvlcra 
have 
played a terrible part In these mas- 
sacres;—t . say rulers deliberately, for 
we have many Germans earnestly In- 
terested In the fate of 
tha 
allies—I 
have met one of .them at various Ar- 
menian 
conferences, 
Dr. 
Lelpsius. 


There was a German consul In nearly 
overy single one oC the great Armeni- 
an settlements where 
tbo massacres 
took place. 
The wires were open as 


wo know between the Armenian settle- 
ments and Constantinople, for as 
I 
have Battl already the massacres were 
ordered by telegram from the govern- 
ment in Constantinople. 
If tiie wires 
were open between Armenia and Con- 
stantinople, they were 
open 
between 


Armenia and Berlin. 
For a generation the voice of Ber- 


lin lias been omnipotent in Constan- 
tinople. 
At the very 
moment 
the 
troops of Germany and 
Turkey were 


fighting side by side. Is it not clear, 
therefore, that Berlin bad only to say 
a word and the massacres v.'ould not 
have begun, and even if they had bo- 
gun would not a word have 
brought 


them to an Immediate end? For these 
reasons I feel entitled to say that tho 
guilt of these hideous massacres 
lies 
at the door of the Gorman as well as 
of the Turkish authorities. If: I needed 
further proof of this 
fact 
1 would 
point to the action of the 
representa- 


tives of Germany; to Wangenheim re- 
fusing your ambassador, Mr. Morgen- 
thau's 'appeal 
for 
intervention; 
to 


Count Bernslorff'B attempt at 
Wash- 
ington to deny the massacres; to tho 
statement of Bethman Holweg, Zim- 
nurmannand other German officials In 
Berlin, which if they did not Justify, 
at least extenuated 'this horrible, gi- 
gantic, unsurpassed crime against hu- 
manity. 
And having that conviction how can 


T, how can any man who loves liber- 
ty, hates oppression, 
loathes 
cruelty 


and massacre, how can I help feeling 
that 1 am on the right side when 
I 


feel myself in hostility to the present 
regime in Germany? How can I look 
for hope for the Armenians c\copt.in 
the defeat of both Turkey and 
Tur- 
key's ally, 
the 
militarist 
party 
In 
Berlin? 
For these reasons I rejoice 
that your great country has entered 
the war, has made tho wise and' (ho 
Just nnd the humane choice in the war. 
I olalm 
to 
know 
something 
of 


American history 
and 
of 
American 
character. America, It is true, IB pa- 
tient. Ions; suffer ins, slow to move, a 
peaceful nation, living and wanting to 
live In peace with all nations, to tho 
son:! and daughters ot whom she-had 
opened her hospitable shores and giv- 
en prosperity and freedom. 
America 
was unprepared for 
war, 
but 
never 
has America 
undertaken 
any 
task 
which she has not had 
the tenacity 


and courage to carry 
through: 
She 
can bn ruthles's and relentless aa well 
as gentle and patient, and it 
Is my 
confident prophecy that of all tho na- 
tions that will hold out to tho last 
hour anil to the last.man until lib- 
erty anil Justice, democracy and peace 
onco more are

in

tions, America will be the chief one."

:Will. have several, especially in the 
crowded quarters of the city, and 
Philip Allen of the food production 
committee observes that opposition on 
the part of the merchants is disap- 
pearing rapidly, as they understand 
that the effort is to dispose of the 
surplus crops on the farms, and to 
stimulate additional buying 'on the 
part of the public. 


Prices at these municipal markets 


are found to range between retail 
and wholesale figures, which benefits 
the consumer, and gives • the grower 
a better chance to clear a profit on 
.his crop. 
The amount of vegetables 


and fruit sold also shows that quantities 
of food aro being canned against tho 
needs of winter, a fact greatly to be 
Desired in the public Interest,

and no source being found for con- 
tinued prevalence."

obtain Just 


prices for America's fighting forces 
and their allies and reduce costs to 
the general publlo 
In 
the

States.' 
Establishing of buying agencies at 
all the principal terminals,. licensing 
of elevators and 
mills, fixing of a 
price to be considered fair, regulation 
of the middleman and of 
grain ex- 
changes, with the elimination of trad- 
ing in futures, are tho chief features 
of the plan. 
The licensing will be- 
gin Sept. 1. 
The minimum price of $3 for wheat 
fixed by congress does not become ef- 
fective until next year, but the ad- 
ministration proposes to 
exercise 
a 


very thorough control over this year's 
crop through powers conferred under 
the food and export control bill. 
Text of the Announcement 


Following

"Tho disturbance to the world's com- 
merce and short supplies has caused a 
greater disruption of the normal mar- 
kets for wheat than any other cereal. 
"1. As a result of the Isolation of 
certain of tho world's wheat-produc- 
ing countries by either belligerent lines 
or short shipping, the normal deter- 
mination of the prices of wheat by the 
ebb and flow of commerce Is totally 
destroyed.

STOPI RIDES AND 


SAVE GASOLINE 


WASHINGTON, Aus. 13.—Warning of 


the possibility of drastic action by the 
federal government to stop excetsslvo 
pleasure ueo of automobiles during tho 
war In order that tho gasoline ne«da of 
tho United States and Its allies nmy bo 
met, is given !n a statement issued by 
Director van H. Manning, of the bureau 
of mines, today, In which ho asks tho 
co-operation of automobile owners In 
stopping the practice. 
Knough gasoline to caro for the re- 
quirements of America and perhaps 
that of Its allies will b& saved, In the 
opinion of Mr. Manning, "If automobile 
owners of tho country will atop unnec- 
essary and extravagant pleasure riding 
and if owners and dealers handle this 
fuel iri a careful and economical man- 
ner." 
"A patriotic, thoughtful and unselfish 
response to these suggestions," he said, 
"would at oncn BOlve one of the per- 
plex InK problems now before the war 
making authorities. In order that the 
war may be carried on successfully the 
army and navy will have to have Im- 
mediately on hand enough gasoline for 
the aeroplanes, trucks, 
automobiles. 
tractors and other machines. There 
must bo no dilly-dallying1 about this 
supply of gasoline, and there won't be." 
"It Is estimated that the army and 
navy will noed for tho year 360,000,000 
gallons and there are two "ways of ob- 
taining It. In the first place, the joy 
rluer 
whoRG pleasure is obtained by 
covering many miles at high speed can 
voluntarily give this up; the man who 
takes his family on Sunday for a 50- 
mile ride or more can cut this in half; 
every man who drives a machine dally 
can ask himself if part of hi a riding 
cannot bo obviated. 
"To sum up, every automobile owner 
and driver can be taught to ask him- 
self each morning whether or not his 
proposed trip is absolutely 
necessary 
and act accordingly, then the problem 
Is solved, and with only slight volun- 
tary sacrifices. 
On the other hand, if 
the people continue to be thoughtless 
and unwilling to do their patriotic bit 
In this respect, it may bo necessary for 
the United States to take drastic action 
which will stop excessive pleasure xiso 
of all automobiles. This Is not yot con- 
templated, so 1 understand, but it Is 
the only alternative for the refusal of 
the automobile owners to co-operate 
snd make the necessary voluntary sac- 
rifices. 
"It is generally- estimated 
and con- 
ceded that one-half of the gasoline used 
In the United States (1.250,000,000 gal- 
lons) is used In pleasure riding. Iri my 
opinion, a judicious use of the automo- 
bile for this purpose will 
cut 
this 
amount of gasoline 
in 
half, 
which 
would mean the saving of more than a 
million gallons each day in the year." 
Director Manning gives ft number of 
suggestions as to how savings In gaso- 
line may he effected and concludes with 
the statement that his warning does 
not mean that automobile 
owners 
should lay up their cars nor that any- 
one should change his mind about pur- 
chasing a car.

Philip Allen of the foofl -production 
committee observes that opposition on 
the part of the merchants is disap- 
pearing rapidly, as they understand 
that the effort is to dispose of tho 
surplus crops on the farms, and to 
•timulate additional buying |on the 
part of the public, 


Prices at these municipal markets 


are found to range between retail 
and wholesale figures, which benefits 
the consumer, and gives the grower 
a batter chance to clear a profit on 
his crop. The amount of vegetables 
and fruit sold also shows that quantities 
of food are being canned against the 
needs of winter, a fact greatly to be 
desired in the public interest.

THE PARADE ON THURSDAY. 
It Is safe to say that nobody with

HEALTH OF THE CITY. 


Any 
casual 
observer 
would 
say 


that Lowell has been a very healthy 
city this summer. The rigors of win- 
ter bring their tldo of colds, pneu- 
monia, and grip, all of which disap- 
pear as the warni weather comes on. 
One hears of fewer people who are ill, 
and therefore assumes that disease 
is at Its minimum. The July report 
of the state department of health, 
just Issued, does not give Lowell a 
clean bill of health, however. It notes 
that "for 
several 
months 
cerebro- 


spinal meningitis has been unusually 
prevalent in and about the cities of 
Boston, Plttsfield 
and 
Lowell" and 


that "In Lowell diphtheria Is on tho 
Increase, 59 cases being reported in 
June as compared with 4T during the 
preceding month, the cases being well 
scattered In all sections of thk city, 
and no source being found for con- 
tinued prevalence." 


Neither disease has appeared, how- 


ever, to an extent that has required 
the local health authorities to take 
special precautions, and the health 
conditions of the city appear to be 
good at the present time. Last sum- 
mer the prevalence of an epidemic In 
New York caused the mothers of chil- 
dren all over the country to watch 
them carefully, and the better care 
probably 
prevented 
much 
disease- 


There should be the same safeguards 
provided this summer, since proven-

Although lie was badly used up bj' 


Gornifin gaa and was wounded, twice at 
thcs battle ot St. Jullon in Franco, 
Sorgt. Arthur DeGulse. n former resi- 
dent of this city and now of llontrtul. 
Que., who is now visiting his brother, 
George. DeGnlso of Kenwood, Dracut, 
is enjoying good health, and he is en- 
deavoring 'to return to tho trenchce. 


.Sei-fft. DoGulso rosldod in this oily 
about 14 years, leaving for Canada lio 
years ago. On Aug. 11, 1914, or oho-.t- 
'Y alter tho opening of tho v/ar ho en- 
listed as a private in tho 14th but- 
lalion o£ tho Royal Montreal regiment 
and shortly afterward he was sent to 
Europe. Oa Feb. 13. 1915, ho entered 
tho trenches somewhere In Franco and 
for six monthf) ho" remained In tho 
trenclie^, taking part In numerous bat- 
tles of more or less Importance. 
"Tho battle of St. Julian was tha 
fiercest In which I participated," aalcl 
the sergeant, "and although I would 
like to return to tho trenches I would 
not like to go through tho samo tx- 
licrlcnco again. Shortly after wo wbro 
well Installed In Iho trenches wo worn 
treated to Gorman gas. At that timo 
wo were not equipped with gas m;mki 
and were not awaro of tho dangtr. 
with the result that several thousand 
men were asphyxiated. I got a'good 
dose o£ tho poisonous air myself, but 
fortunately managed to pull through. 
At that 'time- I was kept away from 
the trenches for a day, but when I 
•eturned it was my luck to be wound- 
3d in the thigh and hand by flying 
shrapnel, but again tho wounds did not 
prove serious.

Through his efficient work ana brav* 
ry on- tho battlefield Sergt. DeQtita^u 
vho was then a private, was promoted 
o .sergeant and later he was. assigned 
-O what Is commonly called £ho "Sui- 
cide" auction 
bomb 
throwers. "This 
fork Is ono of the most Interesting and 
dangoroua 1n warfare," said the sor- 
geant. 
"Interesting because it makes 
mo feel good after throwing a bomb 
n tho enemy trenches to see the bar- 
barous 'Boches' fly In pieces out of their 
nests. 
Dangerous because a 
bomb 
.hrower has to creep to about 35 or <0 
yards from the enemy trenches and, ac- 
cordingly, IB constantly a target to th» 
enemy's machine gun or rifles. It is a 
cnowri fact in tho trenches that when 
a man Is tired of living ho asks to ba 
assigned to tho 'Suicide' section and, 
as a rule, ho never returns to tha 
Tonches. I was very fortunate In hav- 
Kono through that work without 


tho slightest mishap."

Sergt. DeGut:(C returned to Montreal, 
Que., Kcb. 28, 1917, on account of Ill- 
news, and his efforts to bo Bent back to 
tho trenches proved fruitless. 
Ha re- 
ceived an honorable discharge from tha 
irmy .shortly after his return" to tha 
Canndfan metropolis, and a. few months 
ater he enlisted in tho Mllttary Hoo- 
pitaV 
Commission command, at Mon- 
•real, antl Is now located at 
tho Mo-.
